Czar Near Death — 
| from Air Bombs 
on Russian Front 


Berlin Reports. He Was 
Hurt and Troops Were 
Routed at Ivantz. 


BERLIN, Apri) 23.—[Wireless to Say- 
ville.)—A narrow escape for Czar Nich- 
olas of Russia from death or serious 
injury by bombs dropped by an Austrian 
airman during a recent visit of the em- 
peror to a southern sector of the Russian 
line is reported in Stockholm advices re- 
ceived by the Overseas News agency. 

“ The emperor was reviewing the troops 
in company with Gen. Brussiloff, com- 
mander. of the Russian forces on the 
southwestern front, when suddenly an. 
Austro-Hungarian filer appeared and 
dropped numerous bombs, which landed 
; among the troops, whe fied In wild dia- 
order,” saye the news agency statement.

J.B. W. writes: “ Phease give me some 
information with respect to the military 
training camps to be held at Fort Benja- 
min- Harrison, Ind, this summer.” 
REPLY. 

Fort Benjamin Harrison is ten miles 
from Indianapolis, Ind., and can be 
reached by trolley car. The first camp 
will be held from July 5 to Aug. 4; the 
second from Aug. 7 to Sept. 6, and the 
third from Sept. 8 to Oct. 5. The second 
and third camps will only be held if at 
least 500 citizens enroll for each. 

An applicant for enrollment must bea 
citizen of the United States or have taken 
out his first papers. He must be between 
18 and 45 years of age and of sound physi- 
cal condition. His eyesight must be 
‘normal or corrected by glasses sufficiently 
well to admit of target practice. 

He must have a college education or 
an elementary education which has been 
supplemented by business or professional 
training. A high school graduate is 
eligible. He must bear an excellent char- 
acter in his community.

All instruction will be under the direc- 
tion of regular army officers and will in- 
clude the fundamental educati 
fantry soldiers, nonc ioned officers, 
and officers.

Ottawa, April 23.—Desperate fighting on 
the St. Eloi salient, in which Canadian 
overseas forces participated, occurred last 
week, according to official advices made 
public here tonight. The report tells of 
the death of Tom Jones, a youthful pri- 
vate of the Eighteenth battalion, sanitary 
section. 

Jones, it is stated, who was commonly 
believed to have been a deserter from both 
the British and American navies, distin- 
guished himself by repeatedly volunteer- 
ing for dangerous duties. 

While assisting wounded men and guid- 
ing them back to the Canadian lines, Jones 
was shot and killed by a German sniper.

St. Augustine, Fla., April 23.—[Special.] 
—Grand jury investigation of charges that

He will call the committee together re- 
gaidiess of the possibility of council ac- 
tion, but he has not determ:ned whether 
he will wire « call fon a session Wednes- 
day afternoon. 

“ That is what I call nasty business,” he 
seid. “The same sort of charges were 
made In an unsigned circular letter bear- 
ing the letterhead of the Federation of La- 


bor. I feel that a thorough tnvestigation | 


should be made to determine whether 
there is amy foundation to the charges; 
but as I am only One member of the com- 
m‘ttee that handled the ordinance, I shall 


call a meeting of the entire comunittee and 
let It make the decision. — 

“I don’t mean that the committee 
should investigate itself. 1 would oppose 
that. Charges of th!e sort should be in- 
vestigated by the state's attorney and the 
grand jury when they are made public'y. 
As one member of the committee, I favor 
that procedure, although I never heard a 
whisper that aroused my suspicion while 
the ordinance was pending.”

ISSUES OF THE SUBMARINE 


CONTROVERSY. 
The reasoning back %f the demand for a breach 


of relations and possible war with the central pow- 
ers is either insufficient or unexpressed. ji 

Narrowed to a discussion of issues raised by the 
gubmaririe operation, no case which can convince 
an unbiased and unimpassioned mind has been made 
out for so drastic and costly a step. 

There are legal contentions involved. Although 
the president dogmatically asserts the applicability 
of the rule of visit and search to the submarine, 


international lawyers concede to the German con- 
tention considerable weight. It has been conceded 
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| If the American people are to take the sword it 


must be for a purpose fully understood and a cause 
worth dying for. The submarine controversy is 
nothing but an argument. 


RAILWAY STRIKES AND GOVERN- 
“MENT OWNERSHIP. 

The president of the Brotherhood of Railway 
Trainmen, W. G. Lee, has informed the members 
of his organization that arbitration of the demands 
of the railroad men for increased wages is not under 
consideration. 

In his own words: “Our members should dis 
regard all public statements to the effect that arbi- 
tration is beizig considered by either of the organ- 
izations parties to the movement. It is evident from 
press reports that have been published that some 
interest is endeavoring to cause the publie and our 
membership to believe that arbitration will be ac- 
cepted. Nothing of the kind is contemplated.” 

If Mr. Lee is curious to know what interest is 
endeavoring not only to make people believe that 
arbitration will be accepted, but to force his ac 
ceptance, the answer is easy, It is the public. 

Now Mr. Lee’s organization and the others affil- 
lated with it are strong enough to fight the rail- 
roads. They have fought themselves already into a 
position more favorable than that occupied by any 
other labor organization. They are well paid and 
their conditions of work are at least reasonably fa- 
vorable. But Mr. Lee and his allies are not strong 
enough to fight the public, and they are stupid if 
they think they can.

Sane governments do ‘not go to war to sustain 
legal theories, arguable or not, unle&s their enforce- 
ment is necessary to.the defense of a right or inter- 
est so substantial and important as to justify an 
assumption of the cost and responsibilities of war. 
' The rights and interests involved in the subma- 
rine controversy may be divided into those which 
are directly personal and those which are national 
or international. : 

The personal right or interest is the right or in- 
terest of American citizens to travel on sbips of 
one of the belligerent parties, in waters involved in 
naval operations, The assertion of this right in- 
Cludes the case of Americans who elect to find em- 
ployment on ships of belligerents employed in con- 


' yeying ammunition or necessary supplies. It de- 


mands that in order not to jeopardize the safety of 


such Americans a belligerent submarine, unless it 
/ean conform to the letter of the rule of visit and 
- search, as hitherto formulated, shall refrain from 
attacking the munitions carrier because of the vol- 


uptary presence, of the American employé thereon. 

No sane government would incur the responsibil- 
ity of involving its people in war fpr the enforce- 
ment of such a right or interest. Its legality, its 
morality, its importance even to the individual, 


: since his presence on shipping engaged in belliger- 


ent service is voluntary, are all challengeable and 
cannot justify the cost of war. 

The question of national interest des in this 
way: Is it to the advantage of the United States 
that the efficiency of submarine operations against 
merchantmen be restricted? Is it our interest to 
restrict German naval operations in this war to the 
advantage of the sea powér? 

On the first point Taz Trrevne believes it is to 
the grave disadvantage of the United States to es-. 


tablish a rule which if obeyed by us in time of war | 


would prevent us from aggressively interrupting 
the supply of a base against us by the simple device 
of employing neutral subjects or citizens on either 


enemy or neutral shipping. 


As to the advantage of hindering German naval 
operations for the benefit of the sea power, a strong 
case may be made out. But if we incur war on 
this theory we should do so after a full considera- 


_ tion of all that it implies and we should develop 


all its possibilities in the form of a definite policy 
which should include definite engagements to pro- 
tect us and our interests for the present and the 
future. This would mean an entente or alliance 
with the sea power for our mutual benefit. 

Nothing in Mr. Wilson's statement to congress 


' aises this question. Yet no sane government would 


incur war or the danger of wary or the resentment 
of a powerful and hitherto frieidly power in order 
to bestow critical benefits on another power without 


_ making certain of legitimate reciprocal benefits. 


From the standpoint of humanitarianism Mr. Wil- 
son's statement of our position is equally inguffi- 
cient. So far as the sinking of passenger ships is 
concerned, there.can be no argument, provided the 
passenger ships are not employed as munitions car- 
riers. Mr. Wilson's humanitarian contention, how- 
ever, seems to turn wholly upon the theory that 
passengers or sailors on ships not technically war 
ships must not be jeopardized in naval operations. 

This would seem to be another instance of the 
influence of the letter upon Mr. Wilson. Examined 
in the light of the facts, the line of humanity or 
inhumanity {is not 0 easily drawn. . 

England is trying to starve Germany into submis- 
sion, pleading that no distinction can be drawn 
between comoatant and noncombatant. Germany re- 
plies by trying to interrupt the British supplies, 
thus fo starve England into submission. 

English operations only attempt to starve com- 
batant and noncombatant Germans. German opera- 
tions attempt to starve noncombatant English but

MENTAL CONSCRIPTION. 

Pacifist writers are busy trying to scare people 
away from the idea of universal military service 
by asserting that it will conscript mind as well as 
body. They admit its efficiency, but they shudder 
over its mental effects. It will suppress heretics, 
they say, and breed intolerance. 

The fact that universal service would bring a 
degree of mental conscription with it is precisely 
the reason that it is desirable in this cogntry. It 
would mean that most of the people in this country 
would be in agreement over the fundaméntal things 
in American civilization. It would mean that 
through mental conscription, to keep to the phrases 
of the pacifists, we can learn to live together more 
comfortably, more justly, and more happily. 

America does not livé now in substantial hahaa 
ment about anything. We do not even agree about 


law and order. Large groups of our populatioa| 


have such divergent notions of how to live that 
they . violate our basic laWs. Chicago’s Italian 
quarter is an example of such a group. There mur- 
der is the pink of propriety and recourse to the law 


of America is not even considered by an amazing 


number of its inhabitants. In the south the habits 
of the people justify lynching Negroes. It is the! 
same thing in different degree all over the United 
States. Our_laws are not enforced because they 
do not even approximate our habits, and the laws 
cannot approximate our habits because our habits. 
are fundamentally ¢arious. 

It is this divergency of habits which conscrip- 
tion, mental as well as physical, can obliterate. Of 
course, there is danger in it from two sides. If any 
particular class controls this formation of habit we 
shall find ourselves imposed upon. That is why it 
is so necessary to establish severe inheritance laws, 
income tax laws, etc. 

There is another danger, or the pacifists say there 
is. Any substantial agreement in this country, any. 
orthodox set of opinions and habits may make us 
dangerous to other nations. We are glad they urge 
this reason. For it {s obvious to the shallowest 
mind that any substantial disagreement in this 
country will bring internal war. It did in the six- 
ties. 

On the one side Mes the conduct of Switzerland, 
France, Germany, Australia; on the other the con- 
duct of Mexico.

Expert ‘Points Out 1 Cent’ a Quart Raise to Consumer Is Double Increase Paid Pro- 
_ ducer and Means Enormous Profit—Suggests Public Utility Regulation.

‘ versity of Chicago. ] : 
“In the economic process of getting goods 
from their source to their destination 
there are generally three sets of interests 
to be considered—those of the producers. 
those of the distributors, and those of vhe 
consumers Wheré such a commodity as 
milk is concerned al! three are involved. 

At one end of this economic process 

stand the producers, who believe that 
their best Interests are conserved when 
they receive. in return for their goods, all 
expenses of production plus a margin for 
profit. The wider this margin is the bet- 
ter they are satisfied. At the other end 
stand the consumers, whoee interests 
urge them to desire the greatest amount 
and the best quality of goods at the low- 
est price. In such a staple as milk any 
change in quality or in price touches 
them at a sensitive spot. 

Distributors in the Middle. 

Between the producers and consumers 

stand the distributors with interests that 
impel them to press down upon the price’ 
that they must pay to the producers and 
to push up on the price charged to the 
consumers. The wider this “ épread ” 


peshiee through to the consumers, on the 
hypothesis that whatever is lost in “ proc- 
essing ” will be accounted for in by-prod- 


- ‘Pwice as Much to Consumer. 

A new factor now enters. When the 
interests of the distributors impel! them to 
incfease the price of milk to the con- 
sumers, is the margin of increase the 
same? Not at all. It is to be just twice 
as much. For, whereas before the dis- 
tributors had been getting 8 cents per 
quart, they now charge 9 cents. 

It ie here that the great significance of 
the margin of increase appears at once. 
There ts also fllustrated one of those 
curious economic phenomena which thou- 
sands of men, otherwise careful and log- 
feal, seem to accept without question. 

Cites Other Commodities. 

Note the margin of increase in the prices 
of neckties. They jump from 50 cents to 
$1. from $1 to $1.50, to $2.50, etc. Why are 
there no stops in between? No one 
knows. Take men's clothing. The mar- 
gin of increese ts seldém less than $1, 
and is usually $2.60, $5, or $10. Prices of 
women‘e clothing have wider margins. 

In some sections of (he country no one 
cares for the change returned tc be closer’ 


can be made, if the goods continue to 
move in equa! or greater volume, the pet- 
ter they are pleased. ) 

Clearly enough, therefore, the distrib- 
utors will ever seek to pass on to the 
consumers whatever increase they must 
pay to producers in order to keep the 
“spread” at least uniform. Thus it 
happens that a change in price to pro- 
ducers tends to run through the whole 
structure. 

But in all these shifts in the prices of 
goods on their way to consumers there 
are two chief factors that count. One is 
obviously the amount of increase per 
unit, and the other is the volume of busi- 
ness which the incsease per unit will af- 
fect. Let us apply this analysis to the 
milk situation in Chicago. ; 

Producers Get 20 Cent Raise. 

The producers, by their own methods, 
whether justifiable or not, succeeded in 
getting their price raised from $1.35 per 
100 pounds to $1.55 per 100 pounds. Since 
milk comes to the consumer in units of 
measurement instead of weight, the sig- 
nificance of the increase will be clearer 
if this 20 cent margin per 100 pounds 
be reduced to terms of measurement. ~ 

At water weight an increase of 20 cents 
per 100 pounds is approximately one-fifth 
of a cent for each pint, or approximately 
two-fifths of a cent per quart. Milk is 
slightly heavier than water—its specific 
gravity averages 1.032. The increase for 
milk may generously be called one-half 
cent per quart. 

Suppose on the average the producers 


that is, 100 pounds. This would make the 
increased price to each producer 20 cents 
per day. Reduced to such figures the in- 
crease seems very slight, 

$4,000 on Million Quarts, 

Now suppose again that the milk dis- 
tributors have a capacity of 1,000,000 
quarts per day. What, then, would be 
the increased expenditure paid to the 
producers? At the above figures the dis- 
tributors would have to pay daily 20 cents 
extra to approximately 20,000 producers. 
In the aggregate this would mean an 
added daily expenditure of $4,000. 

Here the “‘ spread” has been pinched 
by % cent per unit—a quart—on a volume. 
of 1,000,000 quarts per day. If, now, one 
turns to the relation between the dis- 
tributors and consumers he can find dut 
what effect the producers’ price change 
has upon the price toconsumers.

Gets $8,000 for $4,000. 

What are the figures in the milk case? 
To the farmer producers flowed an ag- 
gregate increase of $4,000 per day on a 
volume of 1,000,000 quarts. That amount 
resulted from a 20 cent increase per 100 
pounds. To the consumers the margin 
of increase was made 1 cent per quart. 
The return to the distributors runs up 


at once to $8,000, or twice the increase to , 


Is it not pertinent, therefore, to in 
quire why the distributors should thus 
double the margin of increase to con- 
sumers over what they have to pay to 
the producers? Is there any discover- 
able reason why these things should be? 
Are there new costs arising as a result 
of the first price change? 

There is one, to be sure—the interest 
on the increased investment needed to 
finance the distribution of milk that costs 
one-half cent more per Quart. But the 
rapid turnover in the milk business re- 
duces the investment of capital toa low 
figure. A tiny fraction of a cent increase 
would account for this item -of:. added 
cost, ; 


Nothing to Justify Increase. 
Besides this there is nothing. There is 
no increase in wages, no increase in plant, 
no Increase in the expenses of processing 
the milk through the pasteurization 
plants, no increase in cost of distribut-

INSCRIBED BEAD: NECKLACE 


IS UNEARTHED IN EGYPT, | 


Among Other Valuable 
cal Specimens Found by Dr. 0. s. 
Fisher’s Een. ' 


Philadelphia, Pa., i ‘baad 23.—Vaiuaeble 
archeological ranging from 
the second dynasty to the Byzantine em- 
pire (5600 B. C. to 600 A. D.) hewe been un- 
earthed at Dendereh, according to reports 
received by the University of Pennsyl- 
vania today from Dr. Clarence S. Fisher. 
director of the university's Egyptian ex- 
pedition. Dr. Fisher so far has confined 
his operations to the cemeteries adjacent 
to the ancient city. 

Perhaps one of the most remarkable 
specimens, Dr. Fisher states, is a neck- 
lace with several carnevion beade in- 
scribed with the cartouche of-Sesostris. 
These are said to be the first ingcribed 
beads ever found in Egypt and are looked 
upon by archsologists at the university 
as one of the most important discoveries 
in recent years. 

The necklace was found on a mature 
woman and consists of several strands. 
It is believed to have been worn by a 
daughter of Sesostris, a great king who

EVEN IF IT MEANS DEATH. 


Stowaway Ordered Deported After 
He Reaches Boston in Flight 
from War Zone. 


Boston, April 23.—By a decision of the 
federal department of labor, announced 
today, Domenic Imbrianil, a stowaway, 
will be sent back to Italy with a prospect, 
he believes, of being shot as a deserter 
from the Italian army. Imbriani, who ts 
24 years old, arnived here on the Cretic 
from Naples on Feb. 11 and was captured 
with four other stowaways by customs 
guards while trying to escape from the 
ship at night. 

Before a special board of inquiry, Im- 
briani said that he had fought against the 
Austrians with his father and two broth- 
ers, and that after having been slightly 
wounded twice, he determined to flee to 
this country and stowed away on the 
Cretic.
